As per the 1st paper read above M/s. Sreedha 
Graphics, Kanhangad has been appointed as Printer for 
printing works of Sessions Cases Judgement of the 
Session Court of Kasaragod Division. 

As per the 2nd paper read above the Proprietor 
Smt. T. C. Saraswathi, Manager, M/s. Sreedha Graphics, 
Kanhangad had executed a bond for abiding the 
conditions stipulated in the proceedings of District Court, 
Kasaragod and furnished a security amount of ' 1,000 in 
the form of National Savings Certificate. But latter on as 
per reference cited 3rd above it was found that the 
Proprietor have failed to obey the conditions as stipulated 
in the agreement. 

As per 4th paper read above notice was issued to 
show cause why penal action including forfeiting of 
security amount furnished and cancellation of agreement 
executed by M/s. Sreedha Graphics, Kanhangad. The 
notice was issued through registered post but returned 
unserved as unclaimed. Hence the agreement executed 
as per 1st paper read above is hereby cancelled and 
security amount worth of ' 1,000 furnished in the form of 
National Savings Certificate (maturity date 15-2-2012) is 
forfeited. The amount will be confiscated to the 
Government.
